Using neither a crutch nor a stick as 
support, he balanced himself on his one leg, and 
returned the fine total of 70. He did no hole in 
less than 3 strokes, but took no more than 5 
at any. Thé professional record for Chislehurst 
is 61, and was created by Jones before he met 
with the unfortunate mishap which cost him 
the loss of his leg. 


The result of the American Amateur Cham- 
pionship vindicates the opmion so often ex- 
pressed by English critics—that Mr. “ Chick ” 
Evans is the best golfer America has ever pro- 
duced. Mr. ‘Evans, by defeating Mr. R. G. 
Gardner in the fmal round, established. a 
record for America by winning both champion- 
ships (amateur’ and professional) in the same 
season. This feat has been only once achieved 
in Great Britain, and Mr. Evans now shares 
with Mr. John Ball the distinction of having 
captured the two national championships of a 
great golfing country in one season. 

A slightly nerveus temperament had kept 
Mr. Evans from doing himself justice in cham- 
pionships up to this season, but it was generally 
assumed that, after his success in the open 
event, he would have overcome this want of 
self-reliance. He was given his stiffest match

That. they believed that t ey would soon be- 
come the possessors of that fortress one could 
not doubt. 

I had forgotten about the soldier incident 
until last Mo: aday évening, when I was reading 
an article on “the Guil emont front” in the 
Morning Post. After an interesting account of 
gome of our men who had borne the brunt of 
the fight, aad with whom the correspondent of 
the 2 ornin Post had had a talk, he ends his 
article >" One thing pukaled them.

DOG LICENCES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sik,—For truly Gilbertian humour commend 
me to the Dublin Metropolitan Police Court, 
Inns quay. A recent legal member of the 
Viceroy of India’s Council sarcastically referred 
to “the slavish adoration of the codes,” but [I 
think that for genuine red tape the following 
incident is worthy of record, . 

I parchesed an Irish terrier the other day, 
and, like a virtuous citizen, proceeded. without 
delay (in my ignorance born of a long absence 
out East) to the Donnybrook Police Station fos 
a dog licence. I was thers informed that, as 
I should have taken out a licence on the 3lst 
March last, I was too late to take out one now, 
and that the only coursa open to me was to 
wait until. I was summoned—which would be 
“merely a formal matter”’—and the magisteria! 
court wotild, on my appearance, grant me the 
licence. However, as the matter was not. in 
the Donnybrook jurisdiction, it would be re- 
ferred to the Irishtown police. The latter in 
due course left a summons on me to appear 
before Mr. Drury on the 13th inst. for keeping 
a dog without a licence; at the same time the 
ps jliee constable was graciously plea. ed to say 
that I had “done‘the right thing. 

On my appearing at the Police Court on the 
date fixed in the summons (the 135th inst.) I 
was directed to the Chief Clerk’s office, and, 
having explained the circumstances to him, I 
was informed that in the case of those who 
had failed to obtain licences on or before the 
Slst March last, but who “voluntarily surrender 
themselves,” Mr. Drury allowed him to levy a 
fine of one shilling over and above the usual 
fee for the issue of the licence. 

In vain did I invite attention to the fact that 
I never possessed a dog until quite recently 
the 19th August), much less on the 51st March 
last. De minimis non curaí lex. -I was told 


1 that the statute was strict (“shall be lable to 


the penalties”), and that I should have seen 
that my predecessor in title had taken out a 
licence. In vain I explained that I did not 
know who the original owner was, as I had 
purchased the animal at the Dogs’ Home, a 
Government institution for lost dogs. No mat- 
ter As that eminent lawyer, Sir Barnes 
Peacock (sometime Chief Justice of Bengal), 
once ironically observed in a certain case, 
“Murder has been done and someone must be 
hanged for it.” So rather than waste an other- 
wise brilliant morning in the shadow of the 
Four Courts, I paid my fine and withdrew. 

I fail to understand why the police should 
not be empowered to receive applications for 
dog licences’ at any time on payment of the 
prescribed fee, instead of compelling the ap- 
plicant—as in my own case—to go a distance 
of four miles to be fined for having the 
temerity to apply for’ a licence out of season. 
I may“add that on the Sist March last I not 
only had no dog, but was not even in the 
British Islands.

~ The reference, says  7TA@ Times, in Sir 
Douglas Haig’s communiqué to “a new type of 
heavy armoured car, which has proved of con- 
siderable utility,” is certain to arouse curiosity 
among soldiers and civilians alike. In the Army 
it has been whispered for some days past that 
a development of the ordinary armoured car, 
which rendered good service in Flanders during 
the early months of the war and afterwards in 
Egypt, had successfully passed the experimental 
stage, and was likely to be employed during the 
next phase of the great offensive.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 
is WHAT SCIENCE KNOWS. 
(BY A MEDICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


The Press hes of Jate: beep referring with 
ominous frequency to a new agd formidable 


myelitis,”” sounds unfamiliar, and, perhaps, a 
little appalling. A leading article that appeared 
in Thursday's Irish Times expressed the. public 
demand for trustworthy , information on the 
subject. Yesterday Dublin’s Superintendent 
Medical Officer of Health, Sir Charles Cameron, 
complicl to some extent with what seems a 
reasonable request.* He refers to three some- 
what doubtful cases as having been recently 
notified from our city, but not to the two from 
the Killiney and Cabinteely districts, one of 
which—that of a boy just entering his “ teens '' 
—has proved. fatal. The amount of inforwa- 
tion placed at the disposal of the pablic seems, 
even yet, a little scanty, and the present writer, 
being familiar with the development of our 
knowledge regarding this mysterious pestilence, 
roposag to give an account here of such of the 
acts as may legitimately interest the citizens 
at large. es 
First, with regard to the name polidmyelitis— 
it is derived from Greek words meaning” ine 
flammation of the grey (polins) matter of the 
spinal marrow (myelon).”’ It is in the grey 
matter that lie the nerve cells that preside over 
the nutrition of the-muscles and cause them to 
contract. When these cells are damaged or cut 
off from their food supply nigh, Pay a ayy oo 
tion the patient loses the use of his limbs. His 
muscles become flaccid and waste away. This 
is called paralysis. The infective form of the 
disease nearly always affects quite young 
children. Hence the designation “ infantile 
paralysis.’ The legs are generally first at- 
tacked, and the paralysis extends upwards, It 
is accompanied by fever and the other symptoms 
detailed by Sir ©. Cameron (sweating, vomiting, 


about 10 to 16 per cent. \of cases the disease 
ends fatally. The severest outbreaks have 
hitherto been in the United States, especially in 
New York; where there have been thousands of 
cases, in only 1 per cent. of which the patients 
were ower the age of 15, Adulis, therefore, have 
little to fear from poltomyeletis. 
HISTORY OF THE DISEASE. a 

With regard to iis history, our knowledge 
dates back no further than {bree or tour 
decades. In 1905 there was an outbreak in 
Sweden, involving some thousands of cases, 


| which were carefully observed by a Dr. Wick- 


man, who concluded that an infectious element 
was probably present. In 1909 two Viennese 
doctors (Landsteiner and Popper) proved that 
this was so, by successfully infecting a monkey 
with material taken from the nervous system of 
a fatal case in the human subject. 

About the same time there was & severe 
visitation of the disegse. in New - York 
(several thousand cases a year), and its study 
was taken up with great ingenuity and wealth 
of experimental resource at the Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Research by the Principe, 
Dr. Simon Flexner, ably assisted by Dr. Lewis 
and by the eminent Japanese bacteriologist, Dr. 
Hideyo Noguchi. The problems offered by this 
peculiar malady soon yielded to the skilful and 
ersistent attacks of these investigations, and, 
briefly set forth, the following is the result of 
their labours. ts 

The infective element in poliomyelitis is a 
living disease-germ, whose habitat ts the nerve 
centres. It is not an ordinary microbe, like, 
for example, that of typhoid fever or cerebto- 
‘spinal meningitis, capable of being readily seen 
with the microscope and cultivated outside the 
human body. It belongs to the class of disease- 
Perms called “ filtrable,’’ because they can pass 
the pores of a porcelain filter, and “‘ ultra- 
microscopic ” begause they aré too small to be 
seen distinctly by our most powerful micro- 
scopes. In point of size the poliomyelitis germ 
lies just on the border-line of microscopic visi- 
bility. It consists of minute round particles 
hke the mécrococct that produce suppuration, 
but much smaller. It can be preserved in 
glyceritie with unabated virulence for long 
periods. It is easily killed by heat and anti- 
septics, and also by direct sunlight. It can be 


| transmuitied by inoculation from man to cer- 
tain of the lower. animals, especially to apes, 
jand from one ape to another for many genera- 


tions. Noguchi has succeeded in growing it, 
but uot without much difficulty. 
THE PROBLEM OF INFECTION. 

The virus appears to enter the body through 
the throat, tonsils and nose, and\subsequently to 
invade the nerve centres. Locked up in these, 
it can proceed no further. But it seems to be 
able to multiply in the throat and nose, and 
there, of course, it has free access to the outer 
world—more especially inthe act of coughing or 
sneezing. So far as is known, this is the main 
route by which the virus travels. It is true 
that other ways have been suggested. Some 
have aceused the blood-sucking stable-fiy 
(stomoxys calettrans) of carrying the infection,

/mental proof. It is now generally accepted 


that the virus of infantile paralysis is carried 


| from throat to throat. It ia not merely, the 


actual sufferers from the disease who have the 
germ in their ‘throats: Many children who are 
not in any way ill, but who have been in con- 
tact with declared cases; are found to be 
catriers of the virus, and‘can give ‘the disease 
to others. Why these infectious “ carriers” do 
not themselves develop the disease is a difficult 
question which cannot be discussed here. 
Suffice ib to say that in diphtheria, and also in 
cerebro-spinal fever, exactly the same feature is 
observed. 

There is this differance, however, that in 
cerebro-spinal fever or diphtheria, if a person 
is suspected of being a “‘ germ-carrier,” the 
matter can be readily put to the test by taking 


““ swabs ” from his throat and setting up cul- - 


tures from them. But we have not yet dis- 


| covered how to grow the poliomyelitis virus from 
| such swabs, and can only have recourse to animal 


inoculation, which is too slow and costly 
for general use. 

The incubation period of poliomyeliti¢ is-from 
4 to 12 days. It is most prevalent during late 
summer and early autumn. Since 1812 it has 
been notifiable te the Public Health Office. The 
patient, of course, ought to be isolated, and so 
ought the “ contacts,” whenever reasonably 

ssible. Accommodation for them is provided 
y the Public Health authorities, At present 
we have no means of knowing how long the 
“contacts” remain infectious. We do know 
however, that the virué may persist in the 
throat for several months. The medical profes- 
sion may be relied upon to keep a vimlant 
watch for suspicious cases, and to adopt the 
most effective methods of disinfecting the 
throat of all such, as well as of contacts 
Children from a family where a case hae 
occurred should be kept from school, and it 
might be necessary to close all infant schools. 
1 he value of disinfe¢tion, as applied to cleth- 
ing and houses, seems open to question, yet in 
the present state of our knowledge it would ba 
unwise to refuse it. The active co-operation of 
all citizens should be freely accorded to the 
Public Health authorities in their efforts to 


stamp out the disease whilst it is still possible 


to do so. '

CAPTURE OF LE PRIEZ

HOW THE FRENCH TOOK THE 


STRONGHOLD.

The struggle on the morth bank of the Somme 
was punctuated yesterday by a brilliant French 
success in thé capture of La Priez Farm, two 
miles south-east of Combles, on the Combles- 
Raneourt road. This achievement was preceded 
by the taking of a system of entrenchments 
south of the farm known as Le Priez work. 


The farm, says a staff officer, quoted by the 


Liberté, apart from an underground system of 
unusuakétrength, was defended by six succesive 
lines of entrenchments, . linked up by 
communication trenches flanked by four 
redoubts bristling with machine guns. 
The Germans spent months over 
the work, which was destined to guard Combles 
against a flank attack. Pounded by shells of 
all sizes during the entire week, certain paris of 
the work were yet niore or less intact on Wéd- 
nesday afternoon. After a short bombardnicnt, 
in which every sbell told, the major portion of 
the work was carried by General Fayolle’s 
gallant troops. That night, for twelve bours, 
shelis rained upon the last defences of the farm. 
At eight o'clock yesterday morning the assault 
was ordered, and the entire position passed into 
French hands after an hour's fighting. Last 
night the French reached the ontposts of Ran- 
court. Tha ring round Combles is fast closing. 
Threatened from north-west, south, and now 
south-east, the garrison have only the Sallise! 
and Morval road by which they can communi- 
cate with the rear, but the latter is already 
under fire of the British guns. The enemy at- 
tempted a diversion east of Cléry, but te no 
purpose, and at heavy cost.

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ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 

Abraham Lincoln must be a good run- 
ner-up to Napoleon in respect of the at- 
tention which he receives from the world. 
The bibliography appended to this 
volume—and it is by no means exhaustive 
—bears witness how widespread and pro- 
found is the interest which Lincoln, as 
man and as national leader, has excited 
in the hearts of his fellows. Lord Charn- 
wood’s volume deserves to rank with the 
best of earlier studies of the career of the 
great President. Its conspicuous merit is 
its judicial impartiality and balance of 
Statement. Eulogy and angry criticism 
are alike absent. The truth about the 
man, and his rivals and friends, and the 
great slavery question, is Lord Charn- 
Wood's sole quest. Though Lincoln's 


stood six feet-four, and was somewhat 
proud of his height and strength. He 
sometimes scandalised the mote dignified 
members of his Cabinet by ‘Tee boyish 
trick of measuring himself back to back 
with other tall men who had come to in- 
terview him upon grave concerns of the 
war or high politics. His appearance and 
manner were decidedly odd. "No por- 
traits that I have ever seen,” writes one, 
“do justice to the awkwardness and un- 
gainliness of his figure.” Yet oddity and 
even ugliness in a public man may be an 
asset of advantage. Lincoln was a per- 
sistent story-teller, and sometimes his 
Stories, derived for the most part from 
his early rustic experiences, were un- 
doubtedly coarse, yet his life and his 
ideals were austere even from his youth. 
His humorous stories served him well, not 
only in reputation, but in enabling him 
often to ease an awkward situation, or 
clinch an engagement. He was fond also 
of reading favourite passages from 
Shakespeare to his politival friends, and 
one most momentous Cabinet meéeting, 
where he submitted the.draft of his pro- 
clamation emancipating the slaves, he 
opened by reading a chapter of Artemus 
Ward. This also is instructive. Lord 
Charnwood notes his exceedingly gre- 
garious habit, combined with “a rare 
capacity for solitary thought, the most 
marked and the greatest of his powers.” 
His education, as obtained in the schools, 
was very meagre, but he studied law 
thoroughly. With literature he had no 
great acquaintance, but with the Bible, 
Shakespeare, and, to a smaller extent, 
Burns, he saturated his mind. Out of 
this weél of English undefiled he drew the 
vocabulary and forms of expression that 
render his best speeches worthy to rank 
with the classics of English oratory. The 
statement that Lincoln was ambitious 
Lord Charnwood accepts, but he adds very 
truly and wisely that, “if ambition 
means the eager desire for great opportu- 
nities, the depreciation of it which has 
long been a commonplace of literature, 
and which may be traced back to the Epi- 
cureans, 1s @ piece of cant which ought to 
be withdrawn from currency, and ambi- 
tion, commensurate with the powers which 
each man can discover in himself, should 
be frankly recognised as a part of Chris- 
tian duty.” 

Lord Charnwood devotes a good deal 
of space to the steps by which Lincoln 
progressed towards the Presidency and to 
his choice as the nominee of his party ; 
Seward and Stanton, whose claims were 
greater, and whose experience in affairs of 
State was much larger, was chosen re 
mains an uncleared mystery.

They had a very small 
place, and only three viewers, and from nassing 
half-a-million pieces of entlery a year before the 
war, they passed eleven and-a-half millions in the 
first vear of war. He opened parcela and 
examined goods for quality; it was the duty of 
the storekeeper to find out deficiencies.
